Olympic  champ 


Owens  at 

Jesse  Owens,  former  Olympic 
champion,  will  speak  at  the  Forum 
Assembly  today  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

Acclaimed  in  1960  as  “Champion  of 
the  Century”,  Owens  is  currently  making 
public  appearances  before  youth  groups, 
civic  meetings,  PTA’s,  and  sports 
banquets  at  various  schools  and  colleges 
throughout  the  country. 

Professionally  he  is  doing  business  as 
JESSE  OWENS,  INC.,  a Public  Relations 
and  Consultant  Firm,  which  also  operates 
a Consumer  Market  and  Research  Service. 

In  1955,  the  U.S.  State  Department 
delegated  Owens  as  America’s 
Ambassador  of  Sports”  and  sent  him  on  a - 
two  month  good-will  tour  of  The  Far 
East.  The  following  year  he  went  to 
Australia  as  one  of  the  personal 
representatives  of  President  Eisenhower 
at  the  16th  Olympiad. 

Owens’  athletic  career  began  in  1928  at 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  he  set  new  world 
records  for  junior  high  schools  by 
jumping  6 feet  even  in  the  high  jump,  and 
22  feet  1 inches  in  the  broad  jump. 

During  his  high  school  days  in 
Cleveland,  Owens  won  all  of  the  major 
track  events,  including  the  State 
championship  for  three  consecutive  years.

At  the  National  Inter-scholastic  School 
meet  in  Chicago,  during  his  senior  year, 
he  set  a new  world  record  for  high 
schools  by  running  the  100  yard  dash  in 
9.4  seconds  to  tie  the  accepted  world 
record,  and  he  created  a world  record  in 
the  220  yard  dash  by  running  the 
distance  in  20.7  seconds.  A week  earlier 
he  had  set  a new  world  record  in  the 
broad  jump  by  jumping  24  feet  11% 
inches. 

During  his  freshman  year  at  Ohio  State 
University,  Owens  set  a world  record  in 
the  60  meters  at  6.2  seconds  and  created 
a new  record  of  6.1  seconds  in  the  60 
yard  dash. 

As  a sophomore,  he  had  the  distinction 
obeing  the  only  track  and  field  athlete  in 
history  to  set  three  world  records  and  to 
tie  a fourth  in  a single  track  meet.  He  ran 
the  100-yard  dash  in  9.4  seconds  to  tie 
the  world’s  record  and  set  world’s  records 
in  the  220  yard  dash  at  20.2  seconds,  the 
220  low  hurdles  at  22.6  seconds  and  the 
broad  jump  at  26  feet  8%  inches. 

At  the  1936  Olympic  games  held  in 
Berlin,  Germany,  Owens  gained 
international  distinction  with  a dramatic 
feat  by  setting-new  Olympic  records,  in 
winning  individual  titles  in  the 
100-meters,  200-meters  and  broad  jump. 


Dean  of  students  gets 
new  ^student  life^  title

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of  students,  has 
undergone  a change  of  title,  according  to 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks.  The  position 
will  now  be  entitled  Dean  of  Student 
Life,  it  was  announced  this  week. 

Cameron  said  the  title  change  was  made 
because,  “it’s  more  descriptive  of  the 
responsibilities  that  this  office  has.” 

He  also  went  on  to  say  that  the  title 
change  does  not  indicate  a change  in  his 
duties  but  more  a change  in  their 
emphasis.  Research  has  shown  that  the 
student  has  changed  and  that  the 
university’s 
services  must 
change  to 
meet  the  new 
demand, 
according  to 
Cameron. 

ALONG 
WITH  change 
in  Cameron’s 
title  comes  a 
reorganization 
creating  three 
new  assistant 
dean  positions 
as  part  of  his 
office.  Cameron 

Gary  Carver  has  become  the  assistant 
dean  of  services.  This  position  places 
Carver  in  charge  of  university  and 
academic  standards,  veterans  and  selective 
service,  discontinuences  as  well  as  the 
international  students. 


He  characterizes  his  new  position  as 
“one  member  of  an  administrative  team.” 
Carver,  the  dean  and  assistant  deans,  will 
be  working  together  each  with  a specific 
responsibility  and  all  with  general 
responsibility  for  the  others. 


As  a result  of  the  administrative 
reshuffling  Dr.  David  M.  Sorensen,  who 
has  been  an  assistant  dean  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  health  center  and  the 
counseling  center. 

Sorensen  remarked  that  there  is  going 
to  be  “a  change  of  philosophy  in  the 
whole  student  personel  area.” 

He  said  that  the  focus  will  be  on  the 
positive  development  of  all  students  not 
just  those  who  come  into  counseling. 

TO  FACILITATE  this  change  the 
counseling  center  has  been  re-named  the 
Personel  Development  Center. 

Sorensen  went  on  to  say,  “There  are 
many  students  who  need  help  and  don’t 
ask  for  it.” 

He  says  there  are  plans  to  open  classes 
to  help  students  to  learn  to  “cope”  with 
being  lonely,  parental  problems,  the  lack 
of  dates  and  the  whole  range  of  human 
problems. 

According  to  Sorensen,  part  of  the 
reason  people  do  not  go  to  counciling  for 
help  is  the  stigma  that  “only  crazy 
people”  go  to  counseling.  He  hopes  to 
change  this  image. 

CONCERNING  the  changes  being  made 
in  the  Personel  Development  Center, 
President  Dallin  Oaks  remarked,  “It’s  an 
attempt  to  do  better  what  we’ve  been 
doing  in  the  past.  The  changes  have  been 
suggested  and  are  being  initiated  by  the 
counseling  center  itself.  It’s  not  being 
imposed  on  the  center.” 

He  described  the  new  programs  as  a 
“creative  thrust  by  the  center  under  the 
direction  of  the  dean  of  student  life,  the 
assistant  dean  who  has  that  responsibility 
and  the  director  of  the  counseling  center.’ 

Lyle  Curtis,  who  has  been  an  assistant 
dean  for  more  than  a year,  will  be  in 
charge  of  student  government,  student 
activities,  student  organizations  and 
orientations. 


HE  SAYS  he  hopes  to  meet  the  student 
needs  in  a more  effective  manner  and  in 
less  of  a “repair  shop  function.”

The  decisions  were  made,  the  bets 
placed,  the  barrel  has  been  churned,  and 
whether  or  not  you  won  in  the  Lottery 
Game  of  tickets  is  revealed  on  pg.  12  of 
today’s  Universe. 

Nine  thousand  people  vied  for  three 
thousand  seats.  Those,  at  least  for  the 
Arizona  State  Game,  were  the  odds. 

Sid  Thulin  of  the  Athletics  Office  said 
that  the  results  of  the  drawing  left  about 
6000  requests  vacant.  However,  “if  they 
signed  up  for  block  seating,  there  is  still  a 
chance  that  they  can  get  in.” 

In  the  same  breath  Thulin  said  that  he 
estimated  some  12,000  seats  were 
requested  for  block  seating,  while  some 
6400  seats  would-be  available.  “We’lljust 
have  to  count  up  all  the  requests,  and 
then  reduce  each  list  proportionately,  so 
that  we  can  distribute  to  all  the  groups 
equally.” 

‘‘There  are  clubs  and  other 
organizations  that  I’ve  never  heard  of,” 
said  Thulin,  “like.  The  Society  of 
Concerned  Citizens  for  the  Preservation 
of  the  Australian  Wambat.’  There  are  also 
some  groups  that  didn’t  even  bother  to 
let  us  know  who  they  were.” 

According  to  Thulin,  there  will  be  three 
lines  in  the  distribution  location  for  block 
seating.  One  will  be  for  campus  clubs,  one 
for  the  wards,  and  one  for  the  rest  which 
don’t  fall  under  the  above. 

Thulin  said,  “It  looks  like  we’ll  fill  up 
for  the  Arizona  State  game,  but  anyone 
who  doesn’t  get  a ticket  can  come  to  the 
game,  with  a chance  to  get  a seat,  even 
that  late.”

Tomorrow  is 
drop  deadline 

The  last  day  to  withdraw  from 
class  for  non-academic 
emergencies  is  tomorrow. 
Students  may  not  withdraw  from 
any  class  for  any  reason  after 
Friday. 

According  to  Kay  Harwood, 
assistant  registrar,  in  order  for  a 
student  to  qualify  for  withdrawal, 
he  must  be  involved  in  an 
emergency  he  couldn’t  foresee. 
The  emergency  must  be  of  a 
non-academic  nature,  such  as  a car 
accident  or  severe  illness. 

The  cost  for  each  class  dropped 
is  $5.  Harwood  explained  that  the 
deadline  is  necessary  so  that 
students  and  teachers  will  have  a 
two-week  period  to  prepare  for 
finals,  grades,  and  spring  semester 
registration. 

Foreign  students  to 
register  addresses 

Foreign  students  must  register 
their  addresses  with  the  Federal 
Government  according  to  the 
Foreign  Students  Office. 

Forms  are  available  at  all  Post 
Offices  and  must  be  returned  by 
January  31. 

Failure  to  register  could  result 
in  a fine  and  imprisonment.  A 
valid  excuse  will  be  needed  to 
avoid  deportation.

Research  projects  aid  farmers 


Mann  to  talk  on  environmental  politics 


“Politics  of  the  Environment”  will  be  the  topic  of 
a speech  given  by  Dr.  Dean  Mann  in  tomorrow’s 
Political  Science  Lecture  Series  at  11  a.m.  in  184 
JKB. 

Sponsored  by  the  ASBYU  Academics  Office  and 
the  PoHtical  Science  Dept.,  Mann  is  chairman  of  the 


Political  Science  Dept,  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Santa  Barbara. 

A Congressional  Fellow  and  former  senior  staff 
member  of  the  Brookings  Institution,  Mann  has 
published  widely  in  the  field  of  environmental 
studies. 


An  1 1 -month-old  mother?  Adding  fat  to  food?  These  are  some  of  the 
projects  of  two  graduate  students  in  BYU’s  Animal  Science 
Department. 

Ed  Schoppe,  a graduate  student  in  animal  science  from  Provo,  is 
involved  in  a research  project  with  Suffolk  sheep,  in  these  sheep,  sexual 
maturity  is  correlated  with  size.  Under  an  accelerated  growth  program, 
rams  and  ewes  as  young  as  1 1 months  are  able  to  breed  and  reproduce. 
Ed’s' problem  is  that  the  accelerated  growth  causes  the  sheeps’  legs  to 
bend.  He  is  presently  comparing  the  bones  of  normal  sheep  and  sheep 
in  the  accelerated  growth  program  to  fmd  a solution  to  this  problem. 

Another  graduate  student  in  animal  science,  Doug  Kunz  from  Ogden, 
is  trying  to  find  a way  to  raise  veal  calves  on  grain  instead  of  their 
traditional  milk  diet  and  still  maintain  the  same  quality  and  taste  of 
veal.  This  involves  reducing  the  iron  level  and  increasing  the  fat  content 
of  the  grain  since  milk  is  lower  in  iron  but  higher  in  fat  than  grain.  The 
average  savings  to  the  farmer  is  a reduction  from  $108  feeding  a calf  on 
the  milk  diet  to  $16  on  the  grain  diet  over  approximately  a 16-week 
period. 


Girl  named  president 

Women’s  lib  has  triumphed,  at  least  in  the  field  of  student  nursing. 

Marilyn  Maxfield,  a senior  in  nursing  from  Provo,  was  elected 
president  of  the  National  Student  Nurses  Association  over  her  only 
opponent,  a male  from  Boston.  Marilyn  was  elected  on  the  basis  of  her 
extemporaneous  speaking  ability  and  general  leadership  qualities  on  the 
votes  of  94  delegates  from  state  and  local  student  nursing  associations. 

According  to  Marilyn,  there  are  40,000  women  and  men,  although 
the  men  are  a minority,  in  student  nursing  in  the  United  States. 

As  president,  Marilyn  is  involved  in  a group  called  “Breakthrough,” 
which  is  interested  in  bringing  minority  groups  (legitimate  ones)  into 
nursing. 


Peace  Corps  worker  heads  committee 

Alan  Eugene  Hall,  a former  Peace  Corps  worker  in  Bahia,  Brazil,  is 
now  president  of  the  Graduate  Steering  Committee  at  BYU. 

The  committee,  first  formed  last'  year,  is  composed  of  graduate 
students  representing  each  of  the  13  colleges  at  BYU.  Alan,  a graduate 
student  in  the  M.B.A.  program  from  Ogden,  was  elected  president  of 
the  committee  last  fall.  As  president,  he  acts  as  liason  between  all  the 
graduate  students  at  BYU  and  student  government  and  the 
administration. 

The  committee  this  year  has  arranged  “brown  bag”  sessions  in  which 
small  groups  of  students  meet  during  lunch  with  their  professors  for 
informal  discussions.  Alan  is  also  trying  to  get  a grievance  committee 
for  graduate  students  going  which  will  take  on  such  issues  as  library 
privileges  and  a bookstore  discount  for  graduate  students.

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Space  shuttle  developed 


SAN  CLEMENTE,  CaUf. 
(UPl)  — President  Nixon 
yesterday  gave  the  go  order  for 
development  of  a $5.5  billion 
space  shuttle  which  he  said 
would  “transform  the  space 
frontier  of  the  1970’s  into 
familiar  territory.” 

The  shuttle,  to  be  developed 
over  the  next  six  years,  can  be 
used  repeatedly— up  to  100 
times— to  ferry  men  and  freight 
to  and  from  orbits  around  the 
earth. 

In  short  it  will  go  a long  way 
toward  delivering  the  rich 
benefits  of  practical  space 
utilization  and  the  valuable 
spinoffs  from  space  efforts  into 
the  daily  life  of  Americans  and 
all  people,”  Nixon  said. 

The  President  made  the 
comments  in  a written 
statement  issued  after  a 
45-minute  meeting  with  James 
Fletcher,  head  of  the  National 


Aeronautics  and  Space 
administration,  and  his  deputy, 
George  M.  Low. 

Fletcher  told  newsmen  that 
50,000  persons  would  be 
directly  employed  in 
development  of  the  space 
shuttle.  That  is  only  about  25 
per  cent  of  the  jobs  that  were 
eliminated  by  space  cutbacks 
in  recent  years,  but  he  said  it 
would  at  least  make  a start  in 
restoring  the  aerospace 
industry  to  health. 

Fletcher  said  the  project  will 
have  obvious  military  uses— the 
shuttle  could  be  put  into  orbit 
on  between  24  and  48  hours 
notice— but  he  said  NASA  will 
stress  civilian  uses  such  as 
global  com m unications, 
inspection  of  flood  or 
earthquake  damage  and  aiding 
airline  navigation. 

“This  program  will  be  open 
to  all  nations  of  the  world,” 
Fletcher  said. 


Presidential  hopefuls  promises 


Classified  information  leaks 


NEW  YORK  (UPl)  - 
Syndicated  columnist  Jack 
Anderson  said  yesterday  he  is 
being  fed  classified  information 
by  several  high  Nixon 
administration  sources  “who 
believe  that  the  government 
doesn’t  have  a right  to  lie.” 

Defending  his  publication  of 
some  of  the  information  on  the 
grounds  that  no  military  security 
is  involved,  Anderson  said  in  a 
taped  CBS-TV  interview  that  he  is 
in  possession  of  “dozens”  of 
documents  proving  that  the 
government  “was  doing  one  thing 
and  telling  the  American  people 
another  tMng”  during  the  recent 
India-Pakistan  conflict. 

He  said  he  has  “a  rather 
complete  set  of  secret 
documents”  relating  to  the 
Bangladesh  crisis. 

“I  continue  to  get  documents 
and  I’ll  continue  to  publish  them 
because  1 believe  that  it’s  in  the 
public  interest  to  do  so,”  he  said. 

Aerospace  wage 
increase  rejected 

WASHINGTON  (UPl)  ~ In 
what  its  labor  members  called  “a 
tragic  day-  for  the  American 
system  of  free  collective 
bargaining,”  the  Pay  Board  voted 
9 to  5 yesterday  against  allowing  a 
12  per  cent  annual  wage  increase 
for  250,000  aerospace  workers. 

“This  is  a naked  power  attempt 
by  industry  members,  and 
unfortunately  supported  by 
public  members,  to  try  and  pick 
out  one  industry  and  make  it  an 
example,”  said  President  Leonard 
Woodcock  of  the  United  Auto 
Workers  and  one  of  the  board’s 
five  labor  members. 

The  15-member  Pay  Board  has 
been  considering  pay  raises 
provided  in  five  space  industry 
contracts  for  weeks  and 
yesterday’s  vote  came  on  a 
motion  by  the  labor  members  to 
approve  the  full  1 2 per  cent. 
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adding  that  he  has  obtained  copies 
of  cables  from  John  Farland,  U.S. 
ambassador  to  Pakistan,  and 
Kenneth  Keating,  U.S. 
ambassador  to  India. 


WASHINGTON  (UPl)  - Sen. 
Edmund  S.  Muskie  of  Maine 
promised  yesterday  that  as 
President  he  would  set  a date  for 
total  U.S.  withdrawal  from 
Indochina  “as  soon  as  possible” 
and  would  not  provide  military 
aid  for  a proxy  war  in  Vietnam. 

Muskie  set  only  two  conditions 
for  ‘‘as  close  to  an  immediate 
withdrawal  as  possible”  —the  safe 
return  of  American  troops  and  the 
release  of  U.S.  prisoners  of  war. 

Less  than  24  hours  after  he 
announced  he  was  seeking  the 
presidency,  Muskie  charged  at  a 
Capitol  Hill  news  conference  that 
President  Nixon  had  failed  to  take 
the  initiative  in  negotiating  a 
withdrawal  date  tied  to  Muskie’s 
two  conditions. 

“If  the  initiative  were  once 
taken,  it  could  lead  to  our 
withdrawal  very  quickly,”  Muskie 
said. 

FORMER  SEN.  Eugene  J. 
McCarthy  of  Minnesota  told 
newsmen  in  a cramped  hotel  room 
that  he  would  hold  Muskie 
accountable  for  his  stance  on  the 
war  in  1968.  He  charged  that 
Muskie  refused  to  denounce 


Johnson  administration  war 
policies  as  the  Democratic  vice 
presidential  candidate  that  year. 

Told  of  McCarthy’s  charge, 
Muskie  said  he  expected  to  be 
held  accountable  for  his  every 
action  in  25  years  of  public  life. 

ALSO  AT  the  capitol.  Sen. 
Vance  Hartke,  D-Ind.,  began  his 
campaign  at  a news  conference  in 
which  he  predicted  he  would  beat 
Muskie  not  only  in  the  New 
Hampshire  primary  March  7 but 
for  the  presidential  nomination 
itself. 

He  criticized  Muskie  and  Sen. 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  D-Minn., 
who  will  declare  his  candidacy 
Monday,  as  adding  to  the  party 
debt  without  helping  pay  off  the 
$9.3  million  Democratic  deficit 
from  1968.  He  accused  Muskie  of 
making  “canned”  appeals  for 
votes. 

SEN.  HENRY  M.  Jackson, 
D-Wash.,  campaigning  through  the 
Florida  Panhandle  just  south  of 
the  Alabama  border,  said  he 
opposed  mass  pupil  busing  but 
favored  school  desegregation  and 
equal  state  financing  of  all  school 
districts. 


“I’VE  MADE  mistakes.  I’ve  had 
reason  to  change  my  mind,” 
Muskie  said.  “I  think  our 
involvement  in  Vietnam  was 
wrong.  I did  not  always  think  so.  I 
do  now.” 

Under  questioning,  Muskie 
conceded  that  some  “transitional 
aid”  might  be  necessary  for 
Vietnam,  but  he  ruled  out 
continued  mihtary  aid  as  a me?ins 
of  carrying  on  the  war  after  the 
United  States  leaves. 

McCarthy  said  he  did  not  know 
whether  he  would  support  the 
Democratic  presidential  nominee 
and  did  not  eliminate  the 
possibility  of  his  heading  a third 
or  fourth  party. 

WITHIN  HOURS  after  his  news 
conference,  Muskie  left  on  a swing 
through  the  primary  states  of  New 
Hampshire,  Florida  and 
Wisconsin.  He  said  he  would  enter 
the  first  eight  primaries— New 
Hampshire,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Rhode  Island, 
Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio-and  added  later  that 
“there’s  a chance  I might  enter  all 
primaries.”

‘American  Pie’  is  new  release

Presently  he’s  the 
composer-performer -singer  of  one 
of  the  hottest  singles  since  “Hey 
Jude”  in  a piece  called  “American 
Pie,”  and  he’s  released  an  album 
of  the  same  name  on  United 
Artists.  He  previously  released 
two  albums  from  a company 
called  Mediarts  that  went  totally 
ignored.  Its  not  the  first  time  the 
public  and  the  record  industry 
have  slighted  a talented 
performer,  but  to  have  overlooked 
McLean’s  works  is  nearly 
sacrilege. 

“American  Pie,”  surprisingly,  is 
not  representative  of  the  album. 
The  lyrics  of  that  particular  song, 
as  good  as  they  are,  barely  give 
hint  of  the  poetic  language  the 
other  pieces  contain,  and  there’s 
only  one  other  rock  piece  on  the 
10-song  album. 

United’s  been  billing  their  new 
found  genius  as  a poet-singer  and 
that’s  no  hype.  What  does  he 
write  about?  A lover  left  behind,  a 
false  prophetess,  a soldier  giving 
up  his  life  through  insanity,  and  a 
friend  that  commits  suicide  are  a 
few  examples.  Things  common 
and  things  not  so  common  but  all 
punctuated  with  themes  of 
religion,  solitude,  reflection  and 
endings.  McLean’s  material  is 


expected,  forced,  inevitable  and 
resignedly  accepted  as  it  weaves 
its  way  through  shades  of 
melancholy  and  solace.  His  lyrics 
come  off  like  highly  textured  oil 
paintings  rich  in  their  description : 
“Flaming  flowers  that  brightly 
blaze”  or 

“The  rain  fell  like  pearls  on  the 
leaves  of  the  flowers” 

“Leaving  brown  muddy  clay 
where  the  earth  had  been  dry.” 

The  songs  are  simply 
instrumentated  with  acoustic 
guitar  and  piano  work 
dominating,  yet  complex  in  their

A Senate  subcommitte  which  held 
hearings  on  the  laundry  detergent 
controversy  last  year  has  issued  a report 
recommending  that  housewives  go  back 
to  usingjust  plain  old  soap.

The  SCERA  is  quite  a contrast  to  its 
competitors.  But  it  hasn’t  budged  and 
we’re  glad. 


Socialism 

Editor: 

Mr.  WIxom’s  "United  Socialists  of  America" 
was  a very  interesting  "Comment",  but  I do  not 
think  he  proves  his  point. 

Socialism,  as  I understand  it  and  as  Webster 
understands  It,  is  government  ownership  of  the 
principal  means  of  production.  Thus,  a truly 
socialist  government  would  have  to  own  and 
run  (as  we  run  the  Post  Office),  the  railway 
industry,  the  airlines,  the  steel  industry,  the 
auto  industry,  etc.  The  U.S.  government  does 
not  qualify. 

Socialism  can  be  despotic.  Controlling  the 
means  of  livelihood,  one  may  exert  unfair 
pressure  on  labor  to  support  his  policies  or 
suffer  the  consequences  in  the  pay  check.  But 
socialism  may  also  be  democratic,  as  in  England 
or  Italy  or  Germany. 

Unregulated  capitalism  can  be  just  as 
despotic.  Would  Mr.  Wixom  have  us  return  to 
the  laissez-faire  that  allowed  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Jay  Gould,  J.  P.  Morgan  et  a!  to 
tine  their  pockets  through  price  fixing. 
Squeezing  out  the  small  competitor  in  price 
wars  only  to  up  the  prices  unrealistically  once 
the  threat  of  competition  was  squelched, 
exploiting  the  laborer  by  making  him 
dependent  for  the  essentials  of  life  on  the 
"company  store"  and  never  paying  hirn  enough 
to  liquidate  the  debt. 

I reject  the  premise  that  government  subsidy 
or  regulation  always  leads  to  government 
ownership  v\^ich  necessarily  leads  to  despotism 
4or  communism,  as  Elder  Benson  would  put  it). 
The  government  subsidized  the  railways  from 
the  beginning.  Yet  for  decades  the  railway 
tycoons  had  more  power  over  the  government 
than  the  government  had  over  the  tycoons. 
Only  after  the  threat  posed  to  economic 
democracy  was  made  clear  to  the  public  were 
regulations  imposed.  Abuse  of  any  privilege 


must  lead  either  to  the  forceful  subjection  of 
those  abused  or  regulation  of  that  privilege. 
Woodrow  Wilson  received  authority  to  socialize 
or  nationalize  the  railways -way  back  in  World 
War  I.  But  they  are  still  in  private  hands,  thanks 
to  effective  regulation. 

Perhaps  the  word  "socialism"  has  a bad 
connotation  among  Americans,  especially 
Mormons.  (Although  the  failure  of  the  Socialist 
Party  to  capture  the  Presidency  does  not  prove 
that,  given  the  traditional -role  of  the  third 
party  in  the  American  political  system).  But 
should  we  have  to  choose  between  acute 
economic  anarchy  or  rank  social  injustice  and 
socialism,  we  would  choose  socialism. 

Thus  by  imposing  government  regulation  that 
may  correct  the  abuse  without  requiring 
outright  government  ownership.  President 
Nixon  et  a!  may  be  the  last  best  hope  for  our 
free  enterprise  system.

What  is  it?  BYU’s  Nursery  School  on  lower  campus  provides  bathroom  facilities 
within  the  classroom  itself  and  for  both  sexes  together.  Some  of  you  might  expect  an 
exclamation  point  after  that  last  sentence,  but  not  the  Nursery  School. 

Mrs.  Frances  Barlow,  assistant  professor  of  Child  Development,  who  has  worked  in 
the  nursery  for  24  years,  finds  “integrated”  facilities  for  nursery  age  children  to  be 
“very  healthy.”  She  adds  that  such  a policy  has  been  recommended  for  years  by  all 
leaders  in  child  development.

What  about  amnesty?

On  15  October  1971  a group  of  16- 
lawyers,  writers,  and  academicians 
brought  to  the  public’s  attention  a 
proposal  that  has  been  lurking  in  the 
political  shadows  for  some  time— that 
amnesty  be  granted  to  the  70,000 
Americans  who  fled  American  soil  to 
avoid  the  draft  along  with  the  over  500 
Americans  currently  serving  sentences  for 
draft  evasion.  The  group  also  urged 
amnesty  for  military  deserters  who  fled 
to  avoid  service  in  Vietnam.  Since  this 
date,  the  movement  has  grown. 

Against  the  movement  are  President 
Nixon,  Utah  governor  Calvin  Rampton, 
and  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  all  of 
whom  have  denounced  the  plea  for 
amnesty  in  public  statements.  Nixon 
states  that  as  long  as  one  serviceman  or 
POW  remains  in  Vietnam,  he  will  grant  no 
amnesty  as  it  is  only  fair  that  those  who 
chose  to  serve  should  come  home  first. 
Most  vocal  of  the  group  has  been  the 
VFW  whose  position  is  that  granting 
amnesty  to  draft  resisters  “would  be  an 
insult  to  every  American  veteran  and  his 
family.” 

IN  FAVOR  of  amnesty  is  Ohio’s 
Republican  Senator,  Robert  Taft  who  has 


introduced  a bill  to  provide  limited 
amnesty  to  draft  resisters  who  agree  to 
serve  three  years  in  the  military  or  some 
federal  agency.  Taft  has  been  joined  in 
the  sponsorship  of  his  bill  by  Utah 
Senator  Frank  Moss  giving  the  bill  a 
bi-partisan  flavor  which  will  be  very  hard 
not  to  swallow  .in  the  emotions  of  the 
coming  election  year. 

America  has  extended  amnesty  before 
on  an  individual  basis.  Following  World 
War  II  and  Korea,  a Presidential 
Commission  was  set  up  to  rule  on 
individual  cases.  They  approved  only  a 
token  number  of  applications. 

Granting  of  amnesty  is  a custom  that 
predates  the  birth  of  Christ.  The  age  of 
the  custom  notwithstanding,  the 
operation  of  the  process  lias  a foul  odor 
about  it.  Amnesty  is  the  government 
equivalent  of  forgiveness  and  should 
operate  similar  to  the  law  of  repentance. 


Where  is  the  justice  in  forgiving  those 
who  ran  away,  to  avoid  serving,  without 
some  restitution  from  them?  Their 
restitution  must  be  made  in  kind.  Serving 
three  years  in  a federal  agency  is  not 
equivalent  to  12  months  in  Vietnam,  but 
it  will  put  a draft  resister  on  the  federal 
payroll.  What  veteran  wants  the  Veteran 
Administration  to  be  staffed  with 
malcontent  draft  resisters  serving  out 
their  term? 

ANOTHER  aspect  to  amnesty  is  that 
it  forgives  a presumed  guilt  and  when  a 
person  accepts  amnesty,  he  admits  all 
elements  of  the  guilt.  What  self-respecting 
draft  resister  following  his  conscience 
could  accept  such  terms?  But  then,  can 
one  obtain  repentance  without 
recognition  of  his  sin,  having  remorse  of 
conscience,  and  turning  away  from  the 
sin.  Will  the  draft  resisters  who  accept 


amnesty  forsake  their  resistance  to  civil 
authority,  or  do  they  believe  they  can 
obey  some  laws  and  reject  others? 

The  people  who  fled  American  soil  and 
deserted  the  military  were  not  mentally 
deficient  or  suffering  from  prolonged 
adolescence.  In  all  of  their  vituperative 
rhetoric,  they  have  judged  themselves  to 
be  mature,  intelligent,  and  adult.  So  now 
let  them  reap  what  they  have  sown.  I do 
not  favor  amnesty,  but  if  it  must  be,  let  it 
be  a conditional  amnesty  supervised  by  a 
Presidential  Commission  where  people 
who  desire  to  receive  amnesty  may,  upon 
application,  be  permitted  to  reenter  this 
country  to  enlist  in  the  Armed  Forces. 
Then  upon  fulfillment  of  24  months  of 
honorable  active  service  and  with 
recommendation  of  the  unit  commander 
concerned,  such  person  would  be  granted 
amnesty.  For  those  who  would  not 
accept  this  plan,  I would  offer  no 
alternative.  For  them,  there  are  the  courts 
to  decide  the  validity  of  their  claim.  The 
time  has  come  when  we  must  put  an  end 
to  senseless  violations  of  the  law  by 
people  who  want  to  pick  and  choose 
what  laws  they  will  obey.  There  is  no 
better  place  to  start  than  with  these 
people.

Conserva  ( tive ) tionist  ? 


Conservative  and  conservationist  are 
words  that  sound  alike,  but  there  the 
similarity  ends  these  days.  Either 
c o n s e r V a t i 0 nists  — no w called 
ecologists— are  attacking  conservatives  or 
vice  versa.  Which  is  a pity,  and  also  a 
waste  of  valuable  energy  Because  both 
groups,  as  their  names  imply,  ought  to  be 
conserving  things  of  value,  not  chopping 
each  other  down.  To  use  a phrase  they 
both  might  respect:  It’s  just  not  natural. 
Here  are  two  allies  warring  on  each  other. 

Conservationists  are  now  decried  as  a 
Disaster  Lobby  and  the  most  impressive 
statistics  are  rolled  out  to  show  how 
much  cleaner,  healthier,  less  crowded  and 
generally  better-off  Americans  are 
nowadays.  Of  all  people,  conservatives 


ought  to  be  most  wary  of  such  claims. 
Not  just  because  of  a certain  attachment 
to  the  past  and  its  amenities,  but  because 
of  a merited  suspicion  of  inflated  figures. 
If  things  are  so  good,  why  do  people  feel 
so  bad?  If  one  must  use  statistics,  the 
Harris  Poll  shows  that  a great  many 
Americans  feel  the  quality  of  life  in  this 
country  has  grown  worse,  not  better,  over 
the  past  decade . 

THESE  glowing  reports  of  the  ever 
higher  Gross  National  Product  and  the 
ever  better  life  are  welcome,  but  not  very 
convincing  inside.  To  quote  the 
President’s  perceptive  comment  in  a State 
of  the  Union  address  not  too  long  ago: 
“Never  has  a nation  seemed  to  have  more 
and  enjoyed  it  less.”  Maybe  because  the 


nation  only  seems  to  have  more.  The 
Gross  National  Product  is  well  named:  It 
really  is  a gross  standard  by  which  to 
measure  the  well-being  of  a nation  and 
the  general  quality  of  its  civilization.  It 
counts  the  good  and  bad,  the  genuine  and 
the  phony,  the  necessities  and 
knick-nacks,  and  totes  them  all  up  in  the 
same  indiscriminate  column. 

What  conservative  worthy  of  the  name 
is  going  to  believe  statistics  over 
experience?  Is  it  really  joining  the 


Disaster  Lobby  to  ask  that  we  go  beyond 
the  GNP  and  measure  the  value  of  what  is 
being  sacrificed  against  what  is  being 
produced?  Or  isn’t  that  instead  the 
essence  of  being  a conservative?  To  be  a 
conservative  is  not  just  to  echo  the 
demands  of  corporate  interests— though 
that  description  might  fit  the  ideas  of 
some  liberals.  Conservatives  ought  to  be 
wary  of  bearing  out  that  description  by 
joining  any  general  offensive  against  the 
ecology.
